WHEAT NOW ARRIVING 
AT CHICAGO MARKET 
IS FULL OF WEEVILS 


Not only has the record of the city 
commission and management of Bryan 
attracted attention in New York, but 
the accomplishments of Bryan under 
the npw charter were the subject of 
an article in the Newark, N. J.. Even­ 
ing News recently, as a result of which 
the city manager here is in receipt of 
the following request from that city: 
“I noticed recently in one of our 
local papers an interesting article on 
the system you have adopted in the 
conduct of your municipal affairs, and 
would appreciate it very much if you 
could give me an outline of the sys­ 
tem you are working on and also what 
method you pursued in bringing it 
about.” 
The letter is signed by John Drake, 
407 Mulberry street, Newark. 
“Probably the chief thing that at­ 
tracted interest to Bryan,” said Man­ 
ager Greer today, Mg the fact that 
the city has not raised its light and 
pow’cr rates. Nearly every other city 
in the state has had to raise its rates 
about 25 per cent during the w’ar.” 
“I wrote Mr, Drake., enclosing a 
copy of our charter and an account 
of our successful disposal of the bonds, 
and told him that Bryan was a live 
wire town, and that if he was interest­ 
ed in such a place he’d better come to 
Texas,” continued Mr. Greer. 
As soon as the cfty has formally 
taken over the light plant a sliding 
scale will be inaugurated, under which 
the large users will be given the ad- 
vantage of a low’er rate. While no in­ 
crease is contemplated, it is not ex­ 
pected that there will be a reduction 
of the ordinary rates. 
“Clamor for reduction in rates has 
■wrecked many a municipally owned 
enterprise,” said Mr. Greer, ' "but 
I 
look at it this w’ay: All the citizens 
of Bryan are owners of the plant, but 
not all of them are users of its cur­ 
rent. 
It is not right to tax all the 
citizens to pay for what only a part 
of them use. Under private ownership 
fair commercial rate is expected. 
It seems to me that a like rate ought 
to obtain under municipal ownership. 
It is the only business-like way to 
go about it. The patrons of the plant 
pay for what they get under private 
ownership and I consider it but right 
that they pay for what they get now 
that the city is to own it. Of course 
we want to be sure that everybody 
gets a fair rate. That’s understood.” 
Bryan a total bonded debt is now 
$286,000, of which sum, $133,000 is up­ 
on utilities (including the recent pur­ 
chase of the light and power plant) 
and this latter sum costs the taxpay­ 
ers nothing because the uitilities pay 
interest and sinking fund out of the 
earnings.

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HOGS AND PRICES. 


About two years ago a man who rep­ 
resented the extension department of 
A. and Al. college came to Brazos 
county with th* gospel of blooded 
stock, and tried to interest the farm ers 
of this region in high grade hogs. 
The banks of Bryan were interested 
and were 
more 
than 
willing to 
finance the deal. 0They were will­ 
ing for two reasons. 
The men who 
are in charge of Bryan’s banks are 
still a neighborly sort of people. 
An­ 
other reason is that they uke deposits 
as well as other bankers do, and they 
know that the more fine blooded hogs 
there are in the county the more mon­ 
ey the farmers will have to deposit 
with the banks. 
The local county 
agent was interested and lent his word 
of advice to that of the college ex­ 
tension service man, but the farmers 
of the county were not interested. 
Apparently they thought that pigs 
were pigs and it didn’t make any dif­ 
ference how blue the blood that was in 
them. 
Or maybe they thought that 
cotton was the best bet in this coun­ 
ty. 
Whatever they 
thought, 
what 
they did about it was nothing. 
I his same apostle of the doctrine 
of more hogs and better hogs journey­ 
ed on to Williamson county, and in 
the fulness of time his preaching came 
to the ears of the people of Bartlett. 
And the people who acted upon it were 
the boys on the farms around Bart­ 
lett. 
Judging by what they did and 
by what came of it, the daddies of 
those boys would do well to take les­ 
sons from them, and so would some 
of the daddies of this county. 
For listen to what they did. 
On 
September 21 of this year 3 5 head 
of Poland China hogs consigned by 
the Boys’ Pig Club of B artlett sold 
for a total of $11,235, or an average 
of $321 apiece. 
The quality of these 
hogs may be judged from the fact 
that at current prices, ordinary scrub 
hogs would have to weigh a ton apiece 
to bring what the B artlett Poland 
Chinas brought. 
One Hancherdale Queen sow sold for 
$2,210. 
That sow was grown from a 
pig that cost its club owner $25 orig­ 
inally. 
A Brazos county man would 
have to raise 13,400 pounds of hog 
m eat at recent top Fort Worth quota­ 
tio n s to get gross receipts equal that 
obtained by the B artlett boy for his 
one sow. 
It doesn’t take any figur­ 
ing to see which kind of hog pays best 
in the light of such facts. 
The secret of it all lies in the fact 
that the pig club boys of B artlett 
.started out with the best blooded pigs 
that they could find. 
The rest was 
merely a m atter of intelligent man­ 
agement in which Brazos county fan n ­ 
ers ought to etjual the boys of Wil­ 
liamson county.

The difficulties which have been 
encountered in the attem pts to 
teach agriculture to fifth and 
sixth grade pupils are not due to 
any lack of the teach-ability of 
agriculture; agricultural facts can 
be taught as well as commercial 
or any other kind of facts, but the 
difficulties are in our city-made 
text books and our inefficient 
teachers.—The Progressive Farm ­ 
er.

Firsthand Experience With 
Peace Conferences at Home 


Shanghai, October 9.—A definite 
move to bring about peace between 
the northern and southern factions in 
China was made this month when th** 
Peking government appointed Wang 
Yi-tang, a former minister of finance, 
to head a northern peace delegation 
to take up again with the southern 
representatives the negotiations that 
were broken off last spring. At that 
time the north 
rejected eight de­ 
mands made by the south and so 
brought to an end the Shanghai peace 
conference. 
The eight demands of the Canton 
government comprised the following:

Washington, October 6.—In formal 
representation filed with the state de­ 
tr im e n t ,the Association 
of 
Pro 
ducers of Petroleum takes issue with 
recent declarations made in Mexico 
City by Leon Salinas, acting head of 
the Mexican department of industry 
and commerce and chief of the oil bu­ 
reau of that department, justifying 
the Carranza government’s attitude 
on the confiscation question. 
Beside, 
refuting statements by Salinas, the 
petroleum producers again charge that 
the acts of the Carranza government 
against which they complain are in 
violation of the laws of Mexico itself 
and in contravention of the accepted 
laws of nations. 
“It is admitted” says the statement, 
“that the question of proprietorship of 
coal lands in Mexico and the Spanish 
colonies was subject of contention; but 
nowhere in the Spanish grants or 
subsequent ordinances of the Spanish 
crown was petroleum treated as the 
king’s patrimony or the property of 
the nation. 
If any contention did ex­ 
ist it was set at rest in Mexico by the 
mining law of 1884. 
“Before this date neither coal nor 
petroleum had been developed in Mex­ 
ico at all; the law’ 
of 
1884 simply 
cleared up a matter in question. From 
that time therefore, rights to coal 
anti oil were acquired by Americans 
under this law’ and the laws to the 
same effect of 1892 and 1910. By the 
expenditure of vast amounts of money, 
American individuals jyid companies 
have given a value to these lands re­ 
lying upon the laws of Mexico.

Robberies, S w indling, 
Cheating and Dishon­ 
est Dealing of All 
Sorts Thriving 
A c­ 
cording to Berlin R e­ 
ports — Steal Whole 
Carloads at One Op­ 
eration, 


Berlin, October 6.—Germany has in­ 
creasingly taken to crime since the 
revolution, and the once orderly em­ 
pire, where pickpockets were almost 
unknown and holdups and robberies 
created a sensation, is undergoing an 
epidemic of crime. 
Probably no sys­ 
tem has proved more effective than, 
in these days of 
uncertainty 
and 
change, playing the official or im­ 
personating a soldier, a policeman. 
Recently two clever criminals who 
discovered that a certain man had con­ 
cealed in his house 115 thousand-mark 
notes of the old issue and liable to con­ 
fiscation had frightened him into sur- 
rending the money on the promise of 
escaping prosecution. 
A real official, who had nosed out 
the plot, entered just in time to see 
th** transfer of the money and really 
did confiscate it, besrides arresting 
the three men. 
More successful was another false 
official scheme. 
Here a group suc­ 
ceeded in inducing a man who had 
hoarded 50 thousand-mark bills to sell 
them at a handsome profit. The deal 
was in progress when fellow conspira­ 
tors, posing as officials, appeared, 
confiscated the money and robbed the 
owner. 
An airplane was used to capture 
criminals when 
the 
authorities got 
wind recently of an attempt to carry 
20,(HK),OOO marks on an express train 
to Munich whence they were to be 
smuggled across the Swiss border. 
Robberies at railroad stations from 
freight cars have been increasing to a 
great extent. Countless cases of false 
papers for the delivery of goods have 
been discovered, usually after it was 
too late. 
The discovery 
of 
two freight car 
loads of bacon lying on a siding at a 
surburban .station led to the discovery 
of a huge swindle originating in Hol­ 
land, conducted from the Rhineland, 
and making use of false bills of lad­ 
ing. 
Many railroad men were in 
volved in a small way for their share 
in handling the faked bills of lading. 
The constant swindling extends to 
every imaginable kind of food and raw 
material. 
A young man appeared re­ 
cently at a storehouse in central Ber­ 
lin and asked to have 
some 
cases 
stored. 
When the warehouse watch­ 
man saw the cases he was >uspicons-be 
cause they came from the imperial 
textile plant at Zwickau. 
So he re­ 
ported the presence of the cases. In­ 
vestigation showed 5,000 yards of tex­ 
tiles worth 120,000 marks 
and 
the 
young man was captured by a ruse. 
He had procured the cloth on a forged 
order bearing the signature of the 
textile authorities.

customers in the justice and importance of paying their 
bills promptly when due. 


Credit is a convenience based on confidence—not in 
your ultimate desire and ability to pay your bills but in 
your willingness and ability to pay diem promptly when 
due. 


Many persons have been negligent and indifferent 
in the past to the prompt payment oi their bills, mainly 
because they did not realize the importance of this rule.
